The laws of truth and right and fact can- 
not be altered by any set of men no matter 
how able. Nothing may be proved to be 
something or something nothing by them 
but the something or nothing will finally 
prove itself in spite of all they can say. 
When the plummet is swung to one side or 
the other it must return to its proper posi- 
tion and in proportion to the distance it was 
swung out of position, it will of itself swing 
in the opposite direction.
